A Hot Shot Fired From the Pulpit 


of the FIrn Bnptlat Church by ita 
Putor. 


A remarkable sermon was preached 


yesterday morning at the First Baptist 
Church of this city by its pastor, Kev. 
B. S. McLaft'erty. It was in substance 
the same as that delivered before the 
Baptist Association at San Jose Inst 
week, and which has excited mttch com- 
ment among denomiuationalists. The 
title was "The Relation of Christian De- 
nominations to Advanced Education." 
The text was from Luke xx: 17, "Ecnder 
therefore nnto Ctusar the things which 
be Ciesar's." 


After forcibly and eloquently review- 


ing the relations between Christianity 
and education, and premising that In 
did not anticipate tho approval of all for 
the views he should advance, but that he 
suspected tho back uf tho denomina- 
tional prejudice would bristle up and 
hurl at him its exasperated quills, the 
revereud gentleman announced his prin- 
cipal proposition to be: Christian de- 
nominations, as such, are no longer 
called npou, in our own State, to intniy- 
arate attempts to impart advanced edu- 
cation or to further prosecute attempts 
already inaugurated. Iu proof of thi,-, 
proposition it was affirmed that secular 
education, in any of its dcpnrtmunts. i.-- 
not enjoined by the commission of Chris- 
tian churches. 


THE WOliK Of THE flll'IHU. 


This church of tho first century, or 


centuries, never presumed to supple- 
ment the temple of God with a college 
of letters or an academy of science. It 
made disciples to Christ and used the 
learning of Gamaliel, but made no prose 
lytes to hCs school. It knew only a cru- 
cified Itedecmer. While in fullest sym- 
pathy with all thai makes men intelli- 
gent, good anu happy, moral and free, 
her only work was to preach tho Gospel. 
The exigency which led her into the field 
of letters and science was a special one, 
and no longer exists, since she hits so 
infused into the Ststo her own benefi- 
cent spirit that it now provides for the 
education of the whole people. Xo real 
interest, connected with advanced edu- 
cation, now demands the interference ot 
Christian sects. The speaker declared 
his conviction that the interests of ad- 
vanced education imparatively demand- 
ed their retirement in all save, perhaps, 
the thirteen original States, from the 
entire work of higher education, and af- 
firmed that no Christian sect, as repre- 
sented ou the 1'acific Coast, has ever 
made, or is ever likely to make, any ade- 
quate provision for the education lie was 
discussing, and that, with only four or 
five exceptions, the same was true of all 
in the United States. He declared that 
a glr.nce at the equipments of the insti- 
tutions under sectarian control, for tlie 
performance of their proposed work, 
was mortifying, yet instructive. 


THK GKOWTU OF A CESIfltV. 


The great law of our naturo, "Be 


fruitful and multiply," when applied to 
colleges, had been scrupulously obeyed. 
Of 323, embracing only the better class, 
and omitting a legion of the baser sort, 
31 had no libraries. 37 made no mention 
of a course t! study, 55 issue no cata- 
logue, while in nearly all there was an 
entire absence of libraries, of apparatus 
for education in civil, mining and me- 
chanical engineering, in the application 
of the natural and physical sciences to 
agriculture, and in the arts ot design as 
applied to the manufactures. Many of 
these colleges represented the growth of 
nearly half a century, in the most favor- 
ed soil of the laml. Those who offered 
advanced education were asked to con- 
sider its costs, and were reminded that 
it wns an expensive product; that then 
must be libraries, labratorics, museum* 
and other accessories, which only an 
immense outlay could procure, and that 
a college without a library, or museum, 
or endowment fund, or competent facul- 
ty, is a fraud. When a Christian sect, 
in tho whole field of its operations, has 
not one church that is not financially 
poor and crippled in its primary work, 
its duty with reference to advanced edu- 
cation is plainly indicated. Brown, Yale 
and Harvard now occupy proud positions, 
but they had been growing nearly -Jnn 
years. 
No such institutions hero wouKl 


ever obtain a dollar from the State. 


THE STATE UMVEHSITV. 


lit'. McLiiU'evty then gave a lengthy 


showing of what our State University 
was prepared to do, and said it could 
accomplish more than all the denomina- 
tions put together. A denominational 
college puts itself,with whatever propor- 
tions its possesses, in antagonism to the 
University. In such attempts the best 
mental culture is sacrificed upon thi 
altar of supposed denominational ad- 
vantage. It was admitted that iu some 
of the older States colleges had givei 
strength to the denominations fostering 
them; yet this was chiefly owing to the 
fact that tho State had been delinquent 
iu her duty. Ho believed the real pur. 
pose of these colleges was denomina- 
tional more than Christian, for, if onlj 
Christian, all of this faith could unite in 
their support. But these institutions 
usually, are denominational when ap- 
pealing to the sects inaugurating them, 
and undenominational everywhere else 
Before the general public i hey seem to 
be denominational by legislative act am 
religious by inference. That our exist 
ing educational power is sufficient to 
.cope with the present demands of on 
field is undeniable. Can sects, by an, 
new appeals to their members, by auj 
amount of that miserable system o 
charitable mendicancy, ever cope with 
the constantly increasing demands of th 
field ? It is not merely on abstract, spec 
nlativc question as to who ought to fur 
nish advanced education, but who ran 
do it? All proper denominatioualisn 
will be befriended by secular learning 
If the State does not tench religion, mnj 
it not teach reliaiousness? Can the de 
nominatioual school, or does it, ordinar 
ily and effectively do more? 


COSCESTEATION AND COMBINATION. 


Pursuing this idea at some length, Mr 


McLafferty said, ia conclusion:

on in their work. Let the legion of wea 
ones (lerotc themselves to secondar 
education, or quit the field and no longe 
cumber the ground with a thousan 
sickly colleges.

W 
must not nsicrt ourselves the friends o 
edxication while for the doubtful advan 
tage of creeds wo oppose it.

that our sons and daughters will becom 
tinctured with the monomania of ma 
terialism if educated in schools no 
governed by special denominations i 
absurd. If the highest culture is not i 
the interest of denominationaliam s 
much tho worse for denoiainationalism 
Let it go!
